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No Hope Of Negro Ald Or Or Those Molding Office Through Negro Votes h | 
Passing Suffrage Act. White Men Should Be Up And Doing To Ma. | 


We respectfully submit for your candid consideration the following reas- 
ons why you should adopt the proposed amendment to the Constitution. 

We cannot, by any reasons, hope to convince the black voters, nor those 
who are holding or seek lug office by the aid of negro votos; but we appeal to 
all who are interested in the peace, order and good government of our State, 
in the material interests of our people and in the safety of our families, to 
unite in this effort to elevate the electorate of Maryland. 


White Mechanics And Laborers Should Support The Amendment. 


States south of na having deprived negroes of the right to vote, the ne- 
groes are moving to States where they can vote as rapidly as they can find 
employment. Our registration books slow that they are already moving into 
our State. If we adopt this amendment thi: moving horde of Southern blacks 
will crosa Maryland into Ohio or Pennsylvania; but if we defeat it and 
thereby offer negroes political equality with whites as well as offer them the 
hope of employment, we shal! attract such awarms of Southern negroes, who 
have been accustomed to work for low wages, as will prove a serious menace 


to the peace and good order of the State, as well as to the welfare of our lab- 
orers and mechanics. ' 


Business Mon Should Support Tho Amendment. 


The prosperity of our merchants and maunfacturers and other business 
men depends largely upon our Southern trade. It is tothe South that we 
look, and muat look, for purchasers for the products of our factories and the 
goods of our merchants. 

The Southern people buy in Baltimore largely because they look upon 
Maryland aa a Southern State. The entire South, from Texas to Virginia, 
bas declared for white supremacy. If we declare against white sapremacy 
and thereby ally ourselves with the radical element of the North on this 
question; {f we arrogate to ourselves, a political wisdom superior to our 
Southern customers, and by our action condemn their position, we may toa 


great extent destroy that friendly feeling upon which our Southern trade so 
largely dependa. 


Adoption Of The Amendment Conduche To Good Order. 


Experience shows that the negro grows more insolent and lawless when 
a party is in power by means of negro votes: he feels his importance and, in 
some extent, feels that he will ‘be protected in doing as he pleases. 

The adoption of this amendment will not only check the Influx of blacks 
from the South, but, by establishing white supremacy, will make the nogrocs 
who are here less insolent and render our homes and fireaidea more secure. 


Objections To Tho Amendment Answered. 


It has heen objected that a provision of the amendment gives the officery 
of registration a discretion which they may abuse. It is claimed that they 
may arbitrarily refuse registration to persons entitled to vote. It ought to 
be a sufficient answer to state that the officers of registration who are to ex 
ercise this discretion, will be elected by Supervisors of Election appointed by 
Gorvenor Warfield. 

The result of the actual working of this identical provision in our sister 
State of Virginia is aleo valuable on thia point. Paragraph 4 of Section 19 
of Article 11 of the Couastitation of Virginia is as follows; 

‘*Pourth—A perron able to read any section of this Constitution submit- 
ted to him by the officers of registration and to give a reasonable explanation 
of the same; or, If unable to read such section, able to understand and give 
a resonable explanation thereof when read to him by the officers. '' 


A general registration has taken place under this provision, under which | 


the bulk of the negroes failed to register; but there was no complaint from 
any white man that the officers of registration abused the discretion reposed 
in them. 

Again it has been objected that the adoption of thja amendment, by cut- 
ting off the ignorant negro vote, would intrench the present leaders of the 
Demooratic party in power. 

This objection is completely auswered by the result of the recent pri- 
marles in Baltimore, which proves that the primaries are controlled by the 
rank and file of the party. 

Every voter now has a fair show in the primary, and no feader can ex- 
ist longer than his course is approved by a majority of the voters. More- 
over, with white supremacy established and the fear of negro domination re- 
moved, voters will more readily vote against their party when they disprove 
ita course. 

The Democratic party has proposed this amendmont, but ita adoption 
will not benefit that party any longer than its course is approved by a major- 
ity of the white people of Maryland. 


Adoption Of The Amendment Our Only Relief From The Evil. 


Let po one fail to vote for this amendment upon the idea that we can 
hereafter disfranchise the negroes by some other provision. Those who say, 
“Let us defeat this amendment and afterward adopt a beiter. are, conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, playing into the hands of those who do not want any 
restriction of the negro vote. 

No one expects the Republican party to propose.apy measure to restrict 
negro suffrago. The proposed amendment is the moat effective remedy whioh 
the wisdom of the Democratic party could suggest that would stand tho teat 
of the Federal courts, and is proposed in fulfillment of the promise made by 
that party two years ago. 

We have no choloe now between this measure and some other. Anyone 
who votes against this amendment will be voting in favor of uurestricted 
negro suffrage, with all its ovil consequences. Thin is the only opportunity 
we now have to remedy the evil. If we fall ta adopt this amendment we 
may never be able to adopt any; and, with the vast amount of work on 
the sewers and other public improvements in Baltimore to attract swarms of 
Southern negroes, we sliall soon see Maryland, like West Virginia, hopelesaly 
in the control of the black man's party. 

Then the negroes will hold the balance of power—not the independenta. 

It wilt be too late to propose some other remedy for the evil after the 
opposition to any remedy {4 augmented by thousands of additional negroes.

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PLANTING TREES. 


Best Results When Soil, Location and 
Drainage Are Considered. 

First in importance in planting 
trees is the right selection of the soil 
best adapted to the kinds to be 
planted. For apple, pear and plum 
trees the clay or heavy loans are de- 
sirable and preferable, but hey will 
thrive and produce excellent fruit on 
higher or sandy loams. 

For grapes, a shale composed of rock 
that steadily disintegrates is ideal. An 
abundant of potash is necessary for 
fruit trees, and the clay or heavy 
loam soils are generally better sup- 
plied with this element of plant food 
than the lighter or sandy loams. 

Then, too, these soils, being of a 
finer formation of grains, carry more 
moisture, and hence stand drought 
better. The lighter or sady solls 
however, may be made to produce ex- 
cellent fruit by a somewhat different 
system of management, as by the fre- 
quent plowing in of green crops, such 
as clover and peas, and by extra tiil- 


Methods of Propagating Trees 


agt to conserve moisture. 

In locating orchards select, elevated 
Positions. On level land little choice 
may be had, but in selections tha: ave 
hilly or rolling, choose the higher 
places. For this there are several 
reasons, 

Natural drainage is generally good, 
and the expense of under-draining is 
avoided. The temperature on an cle- 
vation is several degrees higher in cold 
or frosty weather than in a valley 
sometimes as many as ten or fifteen 
degrees. 

During late spring and early autumn 
frosts the blossoms and tender young 
fruits are less Hable to injury on the 
higher land. Cold air, being heavier 
than warm, will roll off and down 
from the hillside and settle in the 
valleys, as water will seek the lower 
levels. 

Again, Insects are less troublesome 
on high situations. They like shelt- 
ered places. For these reasons, the 
selection of orchard sites need to be 
carefully studied and considered. 

In planting orchards, the land 
should be prepared by a year of pre- 
vious cultivation of a crop of corn or 
potatoes, which require thorough till- 
age. This puts the soil in good con- 
diton for trees, so that their roots 
may be able to push out readily in 
all directions, and advances growth 
materially the first year. 

No. 1 is the illustration shows a 
seeding tree with a bud of the desired 
variety inserted In August at the cross 
line. The top of the tree is cut off 
the following spring when the bud 
grows and makes the tree. 

The cross lines; in tree No. 2 indi- 
cate where the branches should be 
pruned when the ‘tree is planted. No, 
8 represents the same tree at two 
years of age and where it should be 
pruned when planted. 

The lines at the base of the trees 
show the depth to which they should 
be planted. 

No. 4 shows a peach tree one year 
old as received' from the nursery, and 
No. 5 the tree properly pruned for 
planting. 

Grafting 1s done by cutting off 
branches and inserting scions, as il- 
lustrated in No. 6. This process ...7%y 
be used in grafting trees at two or 
more years of age ,as Indicated by the 
cross line in No. 3. 

The soil should be frequently stirred 
about the trees to keep them growing 
When they are planted in sod and are 
left to a contest with grass and weets 
for existence, many faileto grow or to 
produce any fruit. i 


Care in Manuring. 

It Is easier to spoil a hot bed by the 
use of too much manure than with 
not enough. One must also judge the 
condition of the manure at the time 
it goes into the bed. As a rule it is 
best to pile it into a heap and when 
it becomes good and hot, work it all 
over into another pile and n a day or 
two repeat the operation, When 
treated in this way, so as to be thor- 
oughly hot all the way through, about 
fifteen inches tramped down is suf- 
ficient. On this should be placed from 
four to six inches `° rich mellow earth 
frea from weed seeds.

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FOOD VALUE OF MILK. 


Contains Mych' Digestivo Nutrients 
and ls Cheaper Than Beef. 

There are scores of users of milk 
who do not consider its comparative 
value as food. Touching this mat- 
American Dairyman gives 
some facts that will Interest many. 
He says: 

“Comparatively few use whole milk 
as a regular diet. If we use it, we do 
not co so as freely as its nutritive 
values and its cheapness warrant. We 
are content that the infant and the 
sick shall have it freely; but we are 
prone to look upon milk as ry 
for the well. This is a great mistake. 
It ls the cheapest food pound for 
pound that can be used. 

It contains all of the nutritive In- 
eredients needed for food, and they 
are about in the right proportions for 
proper nutrition. These nutrients 
are easily and completely digested. If 
these facts were properly appreciated, 
the consumption of milk would be 
doubled; for it ls a complete and per- 
fect food and is very economical. 

It will surprise the majority of peo- 
ple when they are told, that one quart 
of milk contains as much digestible 
nutrients as are contained in any one 
of the following. 

In 1 pound of beef chuck, 

In 1 pound of fowl, 

In 1 pound of veal shoulder, 

In % pound of beef loin, 

In % pound of beef ribs, 

In % pound of mutton leg, 

In 9 ounces of beef round, 

In 9 ounces of veal cutlets, 

In 9 ounces of veal loin, 

In 2 pounds five ounces of solid oye- 
ters. 

It takea 2 pounds 5 ounces of blue- 
fish, or 1 pound 5 ounces of potatoes 
to cqual 1 quart of whole milk in di- 
gestiblo nutrient value. 
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Cream Hard to Churn. 

An experienced dairyman in the Lon- 
don Dalry refers to the trouble experi- 
enced often in churning. 

In many cheese and butter dalries 
there are at the present time a few 
tale cows—animals which have been 
in milk for a long time, and have not 
dried off in early winter at the end 
of the milking season. After supply- 
ing the household with milk, the mak- 
ing of butter naturally suggests It- 
sei! as a means of utilizing the sur- 
plus. Unfortunately this kind of milk 
and cream at this time of the year 
is particularly difficult to handle. One 
may churn for hours without getting 
the butter to come, and the dairy maid 
is at her wits’ end to know what to 
do. 

There are several way of meeting 
the diMculty: One of the best la to 
see that the cream Is properly ripened 
(at the kitchen fire if no other place 
is avallable;) that the churning is 
done at least twice a week, and that 
probably a “starter” will be required, 
and would help. Another matter is to 
intro luce one or two freshly calved 
cows Into the herd, if this can be con- 
verlently done. The putting of fresh 
cream from those along with the other 
a:sists ln breaking and = gathering 
of the butter, and sometimes curts the 
dimMculty, 

The cream from newly calved cows 
always scem to be more easily made 
into butter, possibly because the fat 
globuls are larger and more easily 
“broken” than the smaller ones fron 
cows which have been a long ttime 
in use, 


Growing Currants. 

In the propagation of the currant 
the writer has succeeded in getting 
plants that have Increased the tl 
from an average of three quarts to 
gi :teen quarts to the bush. 


In a current plantantion of a large 
number of bushes were found many 
plants showing no productive quality, 
preducing but one or two stems of 
fruit, and some producing no fruit 
whatover. By the side of these were 
found others that ylelded very lagely, 
nearly every bud setting and bearing 
frult. 

In taking cuttings from these plants 
only thoso were selected that showed 
the greateat power of production and 
from several generations of such sel- 
ection the high average yleld has been 
obtained

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NIAGARA’S PAST AND FUTURE. 


What Geology Proves as to the Life 
of the Falls. 

Sir Charles Lyell roughly estimated 
the time required to cut the seven- 
mile gorge at about 36,000 years. A 
survey was first made in 1842, and the 
exact position of the falls at that time 
was mapped. Later surveys were 
made at intervals down to 1890. The 
postion of the Horeshoe Falls at the 
time of the different surveys is shown 
in the following sketch: 


The average yearly recession for 
the American falls is .64 foot, that of 
the Horseshoe 2.18 feet. Thus we 
may assume that the mean recession 
of a cataract combining the volumes 
of both falls, such as existed through- 
out most of the period of excavation, 
would be at least three feet a year, 
and perhaps as much as four or five, 
gays Prof. C. J. Maury in the New 
York Post. 

The way in which the cataract re- 
cedes can be seen In both the Ameri- 
can and Horseshoe falls today. This 
is shown in the accompanying sec- 
tional view of the Horseshoe falls 
taken from G. K. Gilbert's work. 

The resistant Lockport or Niagara 
limestone (a) forms the cap. This is 
underlald by the softer Rochester or 
Niagara shale (b) which rests upon 
the harder Clinton limestones and 
whales (c). These overlie the soft 
Medina sandstones and shales (d) 
and (e). The pounding and rebound 
of tho falling waters wear away the 
comparatively soft sandstone and 
shale from under the hard limestone 
cap and result in the formation of 
temporary caves of which the “Cave 
of the Winds” is an example. In the 
course of time the undermining pro- 
gresses so far that the roof breaks 
down from lack of support. The crest 
line of the falls is then suddenly 
changed and the cave is in ruins. The 
fallen blocks are subsequently broken 
up by abrasion and the debris is car- 
ried away by the stream. Table 
Rock, which fell in June, 1850, was a 
rtriking example of the falling masses 
of réck. After such a downfall the 
undermining process begins anew, and 
other caves are made and obliterated 
as the gorge grows upstream. 


The birth of Niagara occurred at 
the close of the last glacial period. 
This ice invasion marks the close of 
the tertiary and the opening of the 
quaternary era of geologic time. For 
years it has been a matter of contro- 
vorsy whether primitive man existed 
on this continent in pre-glacial times, 
The advocates of tertiary man have 
hoped to find human remains or paleo- 
lithic implements beneath the till 
(rock debris deposited by the ice), 
but up to the present such relics have 
not been found in this position. Paleo- 
lithic implements have, however, been 
Alscovered in glacial gravels (till, 
later worked over by water). These 
deposits would be approximately of 
the same age as Niagara's gorge. 

Man thus seems to have existed on 
this continent at least as long ago an 
the birth of Niagara falls. This, by 
an average estimate, we may put at 
romo 20,000 or 25,000 years. 

The present rate of waste of the 
tanks he measured as over one-fourth 
of an inch a year, or a total of 610 
cubic yards per milo. From this he 
stimated that 10,000 years would be 
required for the entire change of the 
banks since they were firat left ex- 
posed to the action of the atmosphere 
by the recession of the falls

Coloring Used In Butter. 

The substance called anatto, 80 ex- 
tensively used by dairymen in coloring 
butter, is derived from the seeds of a 
Mexican plant. It is a purely vegeta- 
ble product and does no harm nor 
does it do any good or aŭd a whit to 
the value of the butter except as to 
looks and so far as this is concerned 
it might just as well be tinted with the 
juice of the table beet so as to look 
like pink Icecream and still be quite 
as acogptable to the palate. _

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CURIOUS LAUNDRY MARKS. 


Methods Employed in Different Lande 
to Trace Washed Linen. 

8 and wonderful are the 
methods adopted by foreigners for 
identifying the contents of the wash- 
tub. In parts of eastern France the 
Unen In defaced with the whole name 
and address of tho laundry stamped, 
upon it, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, and an additional geomet; 
tical design to indicate the owner. 
Complaint is useless, as in Franca 
the laundries have all-powerful unions 
which dictate to the residents. 

In Bavaria every patron of the 
washtub has a number stamped in 
large characters on his linen. This 
system was devised by old-established 
laundries to prevent persons remov- 
ing their custom to rival firms. In 
cther parts of Germany a small cot- 
ton label is attached by a hot water 
proof adhesive. 

In Bulgaria each laundry has a 
largo number of stamps engraved 
with designs, such as triangles, 
crosses and 80 forth. These signs 
are stamped first on each article to 
be washed, and then in a book oppo- 
site the owner’s name. 

In Russia the laundries mark linen 
with threads worked in arrow shapes. 
By arranging each of half a dozen ar- 
rows horizontally, vertically, diagon- 
ally, and so on, hundreds of different 
combination may be obtained. 

Names marked on Russian linen are 
never written in the Russian alpha- 
bet, but almost invariably in Latin 
characters. This is a survival of the 
time when Russian dandies sent their 
Unen for washing to Holland. 

In some Russian towns the police 
perlodically issue regulations for 
Jaundries. In Odessa books of marks 
are furnished annually to the laundry 
proprietors, and these marks and no 
others may be used. By this system 
criminals and revolutonary agitators 
tre often traced. 

In Greece small safety pins, each 
bearing a little plaque stamped with 
a number, are attached before, and 
removed after washing. The own- 
er's mark is generally written in red 
indelible ink. 

Country laundries in Austria mark 
each article in a patent ink which de- 
fles soap and water, but is removed 
by a bleaching powder before the 
goods are sent home. 

Austrians of rank have their crests 
and coronets worked on their under- 
garments. A case was tried in the 
Viennese courts not long ago in 
which a swindling self-styled count 
had his linen marked with the int- 
tials and coronet of the Austrian 
premier, Count Golouchowskl. 

In Finland the laundry mark is 
made with light brown ink, leading 
Strangers to belleve that the mark 
has been scorched in with a heated 
elamp. 

In Portugal each article washed 
bears three signs, the owner’s name, 
his laundry mark ani the laundry's 
Own monogram, which appears most 
prominently. The laundry mark is a 
certain definite number of stitches 
which are left in after washing. Tow- 
els are marked with stencilled fig- 
ures, often an inch long. 

Servians have carried linen marks 
into the domain of high politics. Af- 
tor the murder of King Alexander the 
Obrenovitch party put black crosses 
aiter their names on their linen, 
whereupon the adherents of the new 
king retorted with his majesty's 
cipher. 

In Egypt all Mohammedan 
cries use a secret mark to distin- 
kulsh the linen of „bellevers“ and 
keep it from poulluting contact with 
“infidel” garments. This mark is 
carefully removed before the linen 18 
returned.—New York Sun.

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TO GUARD AGAINST MOTHS. 


Camphor and Naphthaline Useless. 
Disinfecting Chesta Used. 
The best-known method is to put 
camphor or naphthaline balls away 
with the garments, but this method 


is worse than useless if there be any 


ot the larvae ot the moths already 
in the fabrics. The camphor will 
then only add a characteristic odor 
to the garments, disagreeable to 
most people and positively polson- 
ous to those with a weakness of 
throat and lungs, at the same time 
not interfering in any way with“ the 
feast of reason and flow of soul” en- 
joyed by the little pests in the best 
apparel of the family with which 
they board. 

All furs and woollen garments 
should be hung on a line in the open 
air in the bright sunshine. This air- 
ing process should continue over 
several days, especially during the 
latter part of May and the first weck 
of June, at which time the eggs are 
laid by the female moths. Where 
it is impossible to hang such largo 
pleces as carpets out of doors tho 
carpet should be sponged with ben- 
zine, care being taken that no arti- 
ficial Hight predisposes to accident. 
A yearly benzine bath, especially 
over surfaces usually covered by 
furniture, will not hurt any carpet, 
and is a wise precaution,even where 
the presence of moths is not sus- 
pected. 

Disinfecting chests for the pro- 
tection against moths of vualunble 
rugs may be made at slight ew ease. 
Buy an ordinary wooden chest and 
have made for it a support that will 
exactly fit inside, opened at intor- 
vals. Under this shelf place a 
shallow pan, into which a liquid so- 
lution of carbon bisulphide has been 
poured. Lay the rugs loosely on 
top of the support and tightly close 
the chest, leaving them untouched 
for forty-eight hours. Aftor this 


disinfection the rugs may be safely

The Edge of the Skirt.

And yet it will 
not solve the negro-problem, nor bring 
us within sight of ita solution. Upon 
the other hand, it will only intensify 
that problem's dangerous features, com- 
plicate and make more difficult ita ulti- 
mate settlement. 2 

It is to this tragic fact to which I 
am trying to call the attention of the 
nation. 

I have for the negro race only pity 
and sympathy, though évery large con- 
vention of negroes since the appear- 
ance of my first historical povel on the 
race problem has gone out of its way 
to denounce me and declare my books 
caricatures and libels on their people. 
Their mistake is a natural'one, My 
books are hard reading for a negro, 
and yét the negroes, in denouncing 
them, are unwittingly denouncing one 
of their best friends. r 

J have been intimately associated 


with fiegroes since the morning of my |, 


birth during the Civil War. My house- 
hold servants are all negroes. I took 
them to Boston with me, moved them 
to New York, and they now have entire 
charge of my Virginia home, The first 
row I éver had on the negro problem 
‘was when I moved to Boston from the 
south to take charge of a fashionable 
church at the Hub. I attempted to im- 
port my baby’s negro nurse into a Bos- 
ton hotel. The proprietor informed me 
that no “coon” could occupy a room fu 
hia house In any capacity, either as 
guest or servant. I gave him a plece 
of my mind and left within an hour. 

As a friend of the negro race I claim 
that he should have the opportunity 
for the highest, noblest and freest de- 
velopment of his full, rounded man- 
hood. He has never had this.opportu- 
nity in America, either north or south, 
and he never can have it. The forces 
against him are overwhelming. 

My books are simply merciless rec- 


ords of conditions as they exist, condi- |’ 


tions that can have but one ending it 
they are not honestly and fearlessly 
faced. The Civil War abolished chattel 
slavery. It did not settle the negro 
problem. It settled the union question 
and created tho negro problem. Fred- 
eric Harrison, the Bnglish philosopher, 
declared that the one great shadow 
which clouds the future of the Ameri- 
can republic is the approaching tragedy 
of the irreconcilable conflict between 
the negro and white man fn the devel- 
opment of our society. Mr, James Bryce 
recently made a similar statement.

Thore ure a number of women, who 
draw sdlaries from the United States 
government as assistant lighthouse 
keepers, Where their husbands, sons, 
or some other relatives are in charge. 
But Mrs. Walker is said to be the 
only woman on 
tween Maine and Florida who is tho 
head lightkeeper, while the man who 
helps her (her son) is an assistant. 
it is 19 years since Mrs. Walker went 
to Robbin’s Reef light as‘a bride, She 
has not left it since except for a few 
bours at a time. She virtually went 
to “the reef’ on her honeymoon, and 
she never fell into the habit of ask- 
ing for leave of absence. 

All that she knows from personal 
experience of the great land to which 
she came as a girl immigrant from 
Germany is comprised within the lim» 
its of Staten island, New York city, 
and Brooklyn. She says she has never 
wanted to go west, south or anywhere 
else. Hours of solitude have taught 
her, she says, that she is in pretty 
good company when she is by herself, 
and that happiness lies in being con- 
tent with simple things. As a wife, 
mother and widow, the happiest and 
saddest days of her peaceful Iife have 
been spent within the circular walla 
of her voluntary prison. She declares 
that if she were compelled to live 
anywhere else she would be the most 
miserable woman on earth. 

To speak by the card, the Robbin’s 
Reef lighthouse is a conical fron tow- 
er, 46 feet high, built on a circular 
stone pier.

When this siren gets 
down to business Mrs. Walker and 
her son sit up all night. There is no 
use in going to bed. Might as well 
try to sleep in a bollor shop. But the 
fog-horn machinery, like all other ma- 
chinery, sometimes goes on atrike.

Continued. Interesting Local Events Re-|To Larger Developments At Ocean City. | And Attendant Evils. No Good Citizen 


vieved From The Days Of Yore. 
Chapter 8. 


As we stated in our last chapter that 
Mr. Wm Venable is our oldest citizen, 
but Mr. Clement M. Wright. who lives 
not tar from town is older than he. 
Hoping that Mr. Wright could give us 
some facts about the early history of 
Mardela. we drove out to his home 
and interviewed him. It proved to 
be on the day of his eighty sixth anni- 
versary. He ia truly a courtly old 
gentleman, and seated by his side 
were two vivacious grand daughters. 
who seem to have the tenderest affect- 
ion for him. He told many interesting 
and amusing storien of the early days 
He bears the weight of eighty six 
years without a murmur. He said he 
had lived in two counties, and yet bad 
never moved, Let the young people 
work this out if thev can. It may not 
prove as vexing as that problem in 
Algebra, over which you rhad so many 
tears. 

Mr. Wright married Miss Elizabeth 
Weatherly and to them were born, 
Isaac J., Ellen W.. Wilson W., Lizzie 
A., Wm. P. and Maggie L. The grand 
daughters tried to get the old man to 
tell about his courtship, but they 
could not inveigle him into it. It no 
doubt would have been interesting. 
but to him it was too sacred to make 
merry over. He said in the early days 
be was a Whig but now he is a Demo- 
crat. He put a good deal of flavor in 
the mere prondnolation of the word 
Democrat. Some of the stories that Mr. 
Wright told. he cautioned me not to 
use the names of the parties, for some 
of their relatives are yet living io 
these parts and it might offend them. 
I had to promise, or else not get the 
story. He told an amasing story of 
a colored man in the days of slavery. 
who had received so many lashes and 
a white gentleman standing by said— 
“If you will not put it on any harder 
than that, and will give me a dollar, 
you may whip me.“ The bargain 
was closed on these terms. and after 
the flogging, the dollar was given to 
him. He immediately went up to 
the Bar to celebrate the evening, and 
called up all the loafors to drink at his 
expense, Aad -when he threw down 
his hard earned dollar to pay for the 
drinks. the bar-keeper pronounced it 
a counterfeit. Imagine his surprise 
when he was compelled to pay the bill 
with other money. Now I have told 
the incident without mentioning the 
names. My friend, if you know. don't 
tell But I suppose, that eventthe 
relatives now living, would be will- 
ing to at least crack one smile over 
such a good story. 

The stirring events at the springs 
in 1840 very much interested Mr.

All the 
farmers for miles around had to come 
to see the sights. The great Reverdy 
Johnson wus here with his puffed 
shirt front and high silk hat. O, the 
celebrities, the celebrities! There 
were two stands erected for the publio 
speeches. The Democrats had theirs 
in the grove near whore the Presby- 
terian churoh now stands. The Whigs 
had theirs where Sherman English 
now lives, in a lecuat rove. In the 
morning hours each party with all 
of their adherents occupied their own 
grounds. but in the afternoon they all 
repaired to the Democratic quarters 
and had a joint discussion. It is 
claimed that Dr. Cathell Humphreys, a 
Democrat defended the democracy 
against Johnson and Preston. It is 
said, that many of the visitors drank 
something stronger than the Spring 
water. That nigbt they camped on 
the ground around the hotel. and the 
next morning they turned their faces 
towards home. They were wiser,'if 
not better. The oountry was saved 
and they could now afford to reat easy 
another year, until it was necessary 
to save the country again, And every 
year since then, our men meot on one 
special day to savo the country. It is 
atrange how many times the country 
needs saving. Wonder if it will real- 
ly ever get saved and stay saved? In 
afew more days, the descendants of 
these game men, will meet in the samo 
old town, and in the same old way.

But What Should Carefully Consider. 


There is little end to all evil resulting 
frum negro suffrage. Their privilege 
of voting here invites other negroes 
from the States where the voting priv- 
ilege has been restricted or denied 
to the race. This was the case in the 
District of Columbia and in Washing- 
ton city until a Republican Congress 
felt compelled to abolish suffrage to 
all—in order to get rid of the negro. 

Ex-Governor Jackson has said that 
the Amendment question is a social 
and a business proposition. So it is, 
primarily. But it is not inconsistent 
to say that it goes beyond the home 
and beyond the farm and the factory. 
into politics, and eliminating the neg- 
ro from politics settles all the other 
relations. 

Take the negro out of politics, where 
he does not belong. and he will ond 
his proper place. He is no equal of 
the white man for the exercise of the 
franchise. and it is unjust to him and 
to the white man to force him into the 
electorate of this State as is done by 
the Fifteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 


White People To The Rescue. 


The Suffrage Amendment proposed 
for the Constitution of Maryland is 
not apartisan measure. It is the re- 
sult of the people of the State, who 
in 1903 elected a Legislature to lay 
the groundwork of this cleptoral re- 
form, This was done by the neces- 
sary three fifths vote of tne General 
Assembly. And now the ratification 
or rejection of the Amendment is be- 
fore the people. 

Nowhere else has an amendment of 
this kind been submitted to the pop- 
ular verdict. and yet in all the South- 
ern States. negro suffrage has been 
restricted or eliminated by their pro- 
mulgated constitutions or other meth- 
ods. In Maryland. foreign born olti- 
zens, native born citizens and negrocs 
will vote on the Suffrage Amendment 
next November. 

The article is so worded that it ren- 
ders measurably inoperative in Mary- 
land the Fifteenth Amendment, which 
since 1870 hus nullified the first sec- 
tion of the first article of the Mary- 
land Constitution of 1867, placing the 
electoral power in the hands of white 
men. In other words, if the Maryland 
Amendment is adopted, the State 
practically restcres the elective fran- 
chise to the basis on whioh it rested 
before the high-handed partisan 
scheme of the Fortieth Congress and 
some of the States placed the suffrage 
in 1870. 

Many methods have been suggested 
to overcome this invasion of our rights 
and enable the State to resume control 
of the elective franchise, but none of 
them could meet thh case successfully 
except by the indirèot method pro- 
posed, which has stood the teat in 
other Statos. 


Force Measure To Be Forced Out. 


The Fifteenth Amendment was a 
force measure, imposed upon the 
Southern States while they were un- 
der ‘‘carpetbag’’ rule and when ne- 
groes predominated in their legisla- 
tures. That the act was a blunder as 
well as a crime is generally conceded 
by all conservative men, The Logis- 
lature of this State refused to ratify 
it. 

The franchise, the privilege to vote, 
to select our own rulers, to designate 
those who shall make the laws and 
those who will construe them, lies at 
the bottom of our political, our social 
and our economic structare. If the 
electorate is venal the taint is bound 
to affect the whole body corporate and 
disintegrate our civilization. 

The negro voter is corrupt and 
nothing else. We want to get rid of 
him and place the franchise in the 
bands of those capable of using it 
froperly—to place it where the Oon- 
stitution of Maryland placed it until 
superseded by the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment and the authority conferred by 
it upon Congress for its enforcement. 

The Fifteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States was 
proposed to the legislatures of the 
several States hy the FortiethCongreas 
on the 27th cf February, 1869, and 
was declared in a proclamation of the 
Secretary for State, dated March 80, 
1870, to have been ratified by the leg- 
islatures of twenty-nine of the thirty- 
seven States.

Every White Man Can Register. 
This is assured by the second sec- 
tion of the Amendment. which reads 
as follows: 


A person who on the first day of 
January. 1869, ur prior thereto, was 
entitled to vote under the laws of this 
State, or ifof any other State wherein 
he then resided: or any lineal male 
descendant of euch last named person 
who may be 21 year of age or over in 
the year 1908." 


The above means: That if YOU 
WERE TOO YOUNG to be entitled to 
register in 1869, but YOUn FATHER 
was entitled to be registered that 
year YOU can register withont any 
questions being asked: and if vour 
FATHER was not oll enough to be 
entitled to register in 1869 but your 
GRAND-FATHER was, then YOU 
AND YOUR FATHER come under the 
same raling and both will be entitled 
to register without question. 


No White Man Will Be Barred Out. 


Under the above section EVERY 
WHITE MAN who has ever voted or 
had hia name on the registration books 
since 1869, his children and grand chil- 
dren can REGISTER BY SIMPLY 
SWEARING TO THE FAOT. 

The passage of the Amendment will 
compel EVERY NEGRO to read and 
explain a section of the Constitution. 
This will mean that thousands of 
negroes will be cat ont of registering. 
This is not a political question-- 
it isa WHITE MAN'S question, and 
snould receive the earnest support of 
the white people of everv party. It's 
passage will be the means of correct- 
ing a great evil and will prevent fu- 
ture trouble between the races 


What Gov. Glenn Says: 


Governor tlenu of North Carolina 
has the following to say of the work- 
ings of the Amendment in his State; 


In response to your inquiry as to 
how the Amendment has worked in 
our State, I cannot emphasize my 
views of ita benefita stronger than to 
say that Ido not think there is a 
white man of any standing in the 
State, whether he be Democrat or Re- 
publican. who would like to see the 
present amendment of the Constitu- 
tion repealed. Before the Amend- 
ment there were constant clashes be- 
tween the races; disturbances and 
riots on the day of election, recrimi- 
nations in regard to how the elections 
were held. Since the Amendment 
went into effect, we have had no 
trouble. The negroes who are quali- 
fled to vote. vote; those who are not, 
do not vote. In fact, the negro seems 
to have lost all interest in politics and 
bas gone to work and is becoming a 
better citizen. Peace reigns at the 
polls; there are no disturbances of any 
kind. Election day is as quiet as Sun- 
day and our people are prospering 
more than thev have ever done in the 
history of the State. These nre facts 
that cannot be denied by any consci- 
entious man.

By THOMAS DIXON, JR. | 


Some Dangerous Aspects 
of the Work of Tuskegee.

For Mr, Booker T. Washington as a 
man and leader of his race I have al- 
ways had the warmest admiration. His 
life is a romance which appeals to the 
heart of universal humanity. The story 
of a little ragged, barefooted piccaninny 
who lifted his eyes from a cabin in the 
hills of Virginia, saw a vision and fol- 
lowed it, until at last he presides over 
the richest and most powerful institu- 
tion of learning in the south, and sits 
down with crowned heads and presl- 


dents, has no parallel even in the Tales 


of the Arabian Nights. 
The spirit cf the man, too, has al- 
ways impressed me with its breadth, 


generosity and wisdom. The aim of 


his work is noble and inspiring. As I 
understand it from his own words, it 
is “to make negroes producers, lovers 
of labor, honest, independent, good.” 
His plan for doing this is to lead the 
negro to the goal through the develop- 
ment of solid character, intelligent in- 
dustry and material acquisition. 

Only a fool or a knave can find fault 
with such an ideal. It rests squarely 
on the eternal verities. And yet it will 
not solve the negro problem, nor bring 
us within sight of its solution. Upon 
the other hand, it will only intensify 
that problem's dangerous features, com- 
plicate and make more difficult its ulti- 
mate settlement. 

It is to this tragic fact to which I 
am trying to call the attention of the 
nation. 

I have for the negro race only pity 
and sympathy, though every large con- 
vention of negroes since the appear- 
ance of my first historical novel on the 
race problem has gone out of its way 
to denounce me and declare my books 
caricatures and libels on their people. 
Their mistake is a natural one. My 
books are hard reading for a negro, 
and yet the negroes, in denouncing 
them, are unwittingly denouncing one 
of their best friends. 

I have been intimately associated 
with negroes since the morning of my 
birth during the Civil War. My house- 
hold servants are all negroes. I took 
them to Boston with me, moved them 
to New York, and they now have entire 
‘charge of my Virginia home. The first 
row I ever had on the negro problem 
was when I moved to Boston from the 
south to take charge of a fashionable 
church at the Hub. I attempted to im- 
port my baby’s negro nurse into a Bos- 
ton hotel. The proprietor informed me 
that no “coon” could occupy a room in 
his house in any capacity, eithor as 
guest or servant. I gave him a piece 
of my mind and left within an hour. 

As a friend of the negro race I claim 
that he should have the opportunity 
for the highest, noblest and freest de- 
velopment of his full, rounded man- 
hood. He has never had this opportu- 
nity In America, either north or south, 


and he never ican have it, The forces puerility of this statement falling from 


against him are overwhelming. 

My books are simply merciless rec- 
ords of conditions as they exist, condi- 
tions that can have but one ending it 
they are not honestly and fearlessly 
faced. The Civil War abolished chattel 
slavery. It did not settle the negro 
problem. It settled the union question 
and created the negro problem. Fred- 
eric Harrison, the English philosopher, 
declared that the one great shadow 
which clouds the future of the Ameri- 
can republic is the approaching tragedy 
of the irreconcilable confilct between 
the negro and white man in the devel- 
opment of our society. Mr. James Bryce 
recently made a similar statement. 

The Argument of the Ostrich Man. 

If allowed to remain here the negro 
race in the United States will number 
60,000,000 at the end of this century 
by their present rate of increase. Think 
of what this means for a moment and 
you face the gravest problem which 


ever puzzled the brain of statesman or 
philosopher. No such problem ever 
before confronted the white man in his 
recorded history. It cannot be whistled 
down by opportunists, politicians, weak - 
minded optimists or female men. It

“Let the future take care of itself!” 
the ostrich man snorted. We live in 
the present. What's the use to worry 
about hell? If I can scramble through 
this world successfully I'll take my!

My friend forgets that this was pre- | 
cisely the line of argument of our fath- 
ers over the question of negro slavery. 
When the constructive statesmen of 
Virginia (called pessimists and infidels 
in thelr day) foresaw the coming bap- 
tism of fire and blood (61 to 65) over 
the negro slave, they attempted to dc- 
stroy the slave trade and abolish sliv- 
ery. My friend can find his very ~: d 
in the answer of their opponenf:. 1. 
the future take care of itself! 1 
slaves are here and herd stay. Great- 
er evils await their freedom. We new, 
their labor. Let the question alone. 
There is no danger in it unless you 
stir it.” 

The truth which is gradually forcing 
itself upon thoughtful students of our 
national life is that no scheme of edu- 
cation or religion can solve the race 
problem, and that Mr. Booker T. Wash- 
ington's plan, however high and noble, 
can only intensify its difficulties. 

This conviction is based on a few big 
fundamental facts, which no pooh- 

| poohing, ostrich-dodging, weak-minded 
| philanthropy or political rant can ob- 
scure. 
| The first one Is that no amount of 
education of any kind, Industrial, clas- 
sical or religious, can make a negro A 
white man or bridge the chasm of the 
centuries which separate him from the 
white man in the evolution of human 
civilization. 

Expressed even in the most brutal 
terms of Anglo-Saxon superiority there 
is here an irreducible fact. It 1s possi- 
bly true, as the negro, Professor Kelly 
Miller, claims, that the Anglo-Saxon is 
“the most arrogant and rapacious, the 
most ci and intolerant race in 
history.” n so, what answer can 
be given to his cold-blooded proposi- 
tion: “Can you change the color of the 
negro’s skin, the kink of his hair, the 
bulge of his lip or the beat of his heart 
with a spelling-book or a machine?” 

What Abraham Lincoln Sald. 

No man has expressed this idea more 
clearly than Abraham Lincoln when he 
said: “There is a physical difference 
between the white and black races 
which, I belleve, will forever forbid 
them living together on terms of social 
and political equality.” 

Whence this physical difference? Its 
secret Iles in the gulf of thousands of 
years of inherited progress which sep- 
arates the child of the Aryan from tho 
child of the African. 

Buckle in his History of Civilization 
says: “Tho actions of bad men produce 
only temporary evil, the actions of good 
men only temporary good. The discov- 
erfes of genius alone remain: it is to 
them we owe all that we now have; 
they are for all ages and for all times; 
never young and never old, they bear 


the seeds of their own lives; they are | 


essentially cumulative.” 

Judged by this supreme test, what 
contribution to human progress have 
the millions of Africans who Inhabit 
this planot made during the past four

Consumption And Fersh Alr. 


A great deal is being said and writ- 
ten these days about the fresh air 
treatment“ for consumption, and it is 
all good. Fresh air is good for many 
things, but most of all it is good for 
people, sick or well. Moat folks do 
not get enough of it. They live too 
much indoors. If people spent more 
hours in the open, and were keener to 
have fresh air in their offices and 
houses. there wonld be much less 
‘fllness of all sorts, but especially, 
there would be much less consump- 
tion. Tuberculosis {1 primarily a 
disease of the house, and it is moit 
frequently contracted in those houses 
whero there is little fresh air and 
light, and where consumptives have 
lived. The germs of tuberculosia can- 
not live in fresh air and sunlight, but 
may live for years in dark damp rooms. 
Every window in every sleeping room 
should be open at night and every 
night. Some observations recently 
made by H. Wirt Steele, Secretary of 
the Maryland Tuberculosis Association 
disclosed the facts that the death rate 
from consumption is disproportionately 
high in certain communities on the 
Eastern Shore, and that the people of 
these same communities are peculiarly 
domestic in their habits, spending 
much time within doors, and that they 
habitually sleep in rooms, the windows 
of which are elo ed or opened slight- 
ly aud the shuttters closed. There is 
no surer way to invite a still higher 
death rate.

ern philanthropist. He is the greatest 
diplomat his race has ever produced. 

Yet he who reads between the linee 
of his written and spoken words will 
find the same purpose and the sam. 
faith which his more blunt and fearless 
brethren have honestly and boldly pro- 
claimed. He shows this In his worship 
of Frederick Douglass. In his book, 
The Future of the American Nggro. 
we find this careful sentence: 

“To state in detail just what placu 
the black man will occupy in the south 
as a citizen when he has developed in 
the direction named is beyond the wis 
dom of any one.” 

Yet on page 6 he says: 

“The surest way for the negro tu 
reach the highest positions {s to pre- 
pare himself to fill well at the present 
the basic occupations"—Independent 
industries, of course—for, mark you, 
“Tuskegee Institute is not a servant- 
training school!” 

Again on pages 83 and 85 we are 
told: “There is an unmistakable in- 
fluence that comes over a white man 
when he sees a black man living In a 
two-story house that has been pald 
for. I need not stop to explain. Just in 
so far as we can place rich negroes in 
the south who can loan money to white 
men, this race question will disappear.” 

Why? 

The conclusion Is obvious: The ne- 
gro who holds a mortgage on a white 
man's house will ultimately demand 
and receive social recognition from 
him. 

On page 66 of his Future of the 
American Negro he says: “The Jew, 
who was once in about the same posl- 
tion as the negro is today, has now 
recognition because he has entwined 
himself about America in a business 
and industrial way.” 

Again his conclusion is obvious, The 
absurdity of the comparison, however, 
is the Important point In this sentence, 
not only for the pathetic ignorance of 
history it displays, but for the revela- 
tion of the writer’s secret hopes and 
dreams. 

The Jew has not been assimilated 
Into our civil and social life because 
of his money—but for a very different 
reason, The Jew belongs to our race, 
the same great division of humanity. 
The Semitic group of the white race 
{s, all in all, the greatest evolved In 
history. Thelr children have ever led 
the vanguard of human progress and 
achievements. A great historian and 
philosopher once sald: “Show me a 
man of transcendent genius at any 
period of the world's history and I'll 
show you a man with Hebrew blood In 
his veins.” Our prejudice ggainst the 
Jew ls not because of his inferiority, 
but because of his genius. We are 
afraid of him, we Gentiles who meet 
him in the arena of life, get licke d 
then make faces at him. The truth is 
the Jew had achieved a noble civiliza- 
tlon—had his poets, prophets, priests 
and kings—when our Germanic ances- 
tors were still in the woods cracking 
cocoanuts and hickorynuts with mon- 
keys. We have assimilated the Jew be- 
cause his daughter is beautiful and his 
son strong in mind and body! 

The Danger of a Nation Within a 

Nation, 

The trouble with Mr, ker T. 
Washington's work is that he i#silent- 
ly preparing us for the future heaven 
of amalgamation—or he is doing some- 
thing equally dangerous, namely, he 1s 
attempting to build a nation Inside a 
nation of two hostile races. In this 
event he is storing dynamite beneath 
the pathway of our children—the end 
at last can only be in bloodshed. 

Mr. Washington is not training ne- 
groes to take thelr place in any indus- 
trial system of the south in which the 
white man can direct or control him. 
He is not training his students to be 
servants and come at the beck and call 
of any man. Ho is training them all to 
be masters of men, to be independent, 
to own and operate their own indus- 
tries, plant their own fields, buy and 
sel] their own goods, and in every shape 
and form destroy the last vestige of 
dependence on the white man for any- 
thing. 

I do not say this is not laudable—I 
do not any that it is not noble. I only 
ask what will be its end for the negro 
when the work is perfect? Every pupil 
who passes through Mr. Washington's 
hand ceases forever to work under a 
white man. Not only so, but he goes 
forth trained as an evangelist to preach 
the doctrine of separation and inde- 
pendence, 

The negro remains on this continent 
for one reason only, The southern 
white man has needed his labor, and 
therefore has fought every suggestion 
of his removal, But wher he refuses 
longer to work for the white man, then 
what? 

Mr. Booker T. Washington says on 
page 65 of his book: “The negro must 
live for all time beside the southern 
white man.” 

On what sort of terms are they to 
live together? As banker and borrower? 
Hardly, if the negro is the banker. 
Even now, with the white man still 
hugging the hoary -del that he 
can't get along without negro, he is 
being forced to look to Old World 
for his labor. The simple truth is the 
south will lag behind the world indus-

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Millsboro, Del., Has A New. Fire De- 
partment—Due Largely To Mr. 


Perry. 

The citizens of Millsboro are to be 
congratulated u the establishment 
in their town a volunteer Fire De- 
partment. Soon after the fire of Aug. 
18th., 1905, which destroyed the store 
of Eliss T. Elliott, the Methodist 
Church and the residence of Mrs, 
Mary Cannon, the people got to work, 
to prevent, as far as lay in their 
power, A recurrence of such a happen- 
ing. 

The committee appointed investigat- 
ed several styles of Engines, both 
chemical and water, and finally se- 
lected as their choice the Howe oom- 
bined Chemical and Water Fire En- 
gine.. and ordered one of them sub- 
ject to the suocess of tests as guaran- 
teud. On Thursday the 5th., inst., the 
engine arrived and was hailed with 
delight. The Brass Band of Millsboro 
met the engine at the station and es- 
corted it through town and to the four 
story building of the Millsboro Mill- 
ing Oo, where the engine was quickly 
put into operation and soon hada 
powerful stream of water playing over 
and far above the combing of the 
milf; water being taken directly from 
the mill race. Two lines of hose were 
then attached and two streams were 


thrown over and on, to the Old Tarv- | 


ern“ the force of the stream breaking 
several window lights in the building. 
Considerable amusement was causei 
at this point by the hose men at eith- 
er nozzle enzaging in a water dual; 
They were both thoroughly drenched. 

The engine was then taken to the 
center of the town and a run of 800 
feet was made by the boys, the engine 
sot: 100 feet of hose ran out and a 
stream of water played to the roof 
of A. Ahleman's store in just 50 seconds 
from the time of the start: a record 
of which many a veteran fire oom- 

pany might be proud. At another test 
the engine was placed as it stands 
when stored away; all tools and equip- 
ments being in place on it. The signal 
the boys got to work., ran out 100 feet 
of hose and sent water through the 
nozzle in 19 seconds from the start. 

The test for height of stream that 
could be thrown was made over the 
smoke stack at the mill of Houston, 
Perry and Co., which is 75 feet from 
the gronnd to the top. A breeze was 
blowing, but the water shot well up 
over the top of the stack. 

The engine was then set at a point 
where to quote the remark of a by- 
stander, there was not enough water 
to boil a mess of beans'’ bucket lines 
were formed to three wells and from 
this supply of water the engine kept 

| up a good and effective stream long 
| enongh to satisfy everybody. 

Mr. Howe, the demonstrator, a man 
| olose to 60 veara old, by himself, 
| that is, without assistance, at the 

brakes sent an offective stream 
throngh the hose for about five min- 
utes, This ended the test. Tne town 
really made a holiday of the whole 
| affair; stores factories and etc., clos- 
ing for the afternoon. After the teat 
the committee met and formally ao- 
cepted the engine, ordering the pay- 
ment for same to be made; sufficient 
funds had been raised for the purpose. 
In the evening the oitizens gathered 
and partially organized a company: 
electing five trustees to hold the 
property and a chief. The trustees 
elected are, Messrs. E. W. Houston, 
Theo.

When the | 
vessel reached Baltimore the bushel 
of oysters was measured on the retail 
wharf, Boston Street, and he counted 
the small oysters clinging to those of 
marketable size. He counted just 2,290 
of these small ovsters, all of which 
would, in time, have matured. This 
especial experiment, coupled with 
similar reports that have been made, | 
lead to the belief that there is in the 
Bay and tributaries a better’ set“ than 
for years.—Centerville Observer, Md.

On the 
other hand, an author is not guilty of 
pot-bolling merely because he chooses 
a theme or subject which is likely to 
commend him to the public. He may 
bave his private and pet preferences 
and turn from them without reproach, 
always supposing his Ideals are main- 
tained In the themes and work he does 
| choose. In fine, the artist, as apart 
| from the pot ler, may take for his 

motto, We needs must love the 

highest when we see it.”—London

The conversation with Mr. Rayner 
to which you refer was a conversatioa 


between that gentleman, yourself and 
myself. It ooonrred at Carvel Hall, 
in the oity of Annapolis and I remem- 
ber distinctly the incident and sub- 
stantially all that occurred as ciearly 
as if it had happened yesterday. You 
will recall that you and I were walk- 
ing down the hall of tho hotel togeth- 
er. and that Mr, Rayner approached 
us and sought an interview on the 
question then uppermost in his mind, 
viz. his election to the United States 
Senate.

Admiral Schley by the President of the 
United States. the assured candidate 
of the Republican party, Mr. Roose- 
volt. 


The Written Agreement. 


The ‘‘offer’’ on the part of Mr. 
Rayner did not appeal particularly to 
either you or myself, and at this jano- 
ture one of us suggested that there 
wasa matter of Legislation then pend- 
ing that was of much greater import- 
anoe to us than the election of a Sena- 
tor or the choice of a President, and 
that was the passage by the Legiala- 
ture of the proposed Constitutional 
Amendment to eliminate the negro 
vote in Maryland, in conformity with 
the pledge made by the Democratic 
party in its platform. 

Thereupon Mr. Rayner, with great 
earnostnesa, said that no man in the 
State had wone further in advocating 
that measure thau he had and that 
no amendment could be too strong for 
him: that he would enter into a writ- 
ion agreement to support it, and we 
might write the agreement to suit our- 
nolves and make’ it as strong as we 
pleased.

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THE NEW SHEEP BUSINESS. | 


Breeders Giving More Attention te 
Type, Quality and Better Wool. 
Until recent years the tendency of 
nearly all large breeders has been to 
change the character of their flocks 
with the times says Field & Farm. 
When wool commanded good prices 
and the size of the sheep was a second- 
ary. matter, they bred to the small, 
greasy merino, with the view of get- 
ting more pounds of wool. When wool 
pifces declined the sheep breeders 
with one accord turned towards the 
large mutton breeds, such as Cotswolds 
Lincolnshires, Leicesters, and Shrops. 
This indiscriminate crossing has 


| 3,000 pieces, as one lot may con ain 


brought about a condition in many 
parts of the west which the sheep | 
men themselves can hardly explain. | 
They have not fine wool, fine medium, | 
medium, of course, but a congiomer- | 
ation which a buyer who has been, 
sixty years in the wool business can | 
scarcely tell into which class a fleece | 
should go. This condition, however, 
in the past five years is being steadily 
remedied, until at the present time 
many of the largest breeders have so 
improved their flocks that their wool 
grades as fine medium, medium, or in 
some Instances fine. Sheep breeders 
should breed more to type and quality, | 
with some definite end in view. This 
old haphazard method should be rel | 
egated to the days of the past, when 
the range was wild and wooly. 
Alfalfa and Live Stock. 

The bulletin on alfalfa just issued 
by Purdue University No. 1011 is a 
very valuable one, It states that this 
plant can be successfully grown on 
nearly all well drained solls. As a 
food for all kinds of live stock alfalfa 
is the king for forage crops. It is espe 
cially rich in protein, or flesh forming 
material, and is well adapted for use | 
in a ration with corn, which is rela- 
tively low in protein contents. It 
makes excellent hay and is more di- 
gestible than most forms of rough 
feed. As a pasture and soll- 
ing crop it has few, of 
any, equals, and one of the most 
highly is its rapid growth. For solling 
purposes it can be cut four or five 
times in a season and for hay it will 
usualy yleld 3 good crops in Indiana, 
and sometimes four. 
for hogs it is unexcelled. It helps 
to keep the animals in a healthy con- 
dition. Hogs running on good alfalfa 
pasture are much tess liable to chol- 
era and other germs diseases. It also 
makes excellent pasture for cattle, 
sheep and horses. In pasturing rumin- 
ating animals on alfalfa it is, of 
course necessary to take the same 
precautions to prevent bloating as are 
necessary when pasturing clover.” 


Cost of Making Pork. 

The State Experimenting Station is 
doing a great amout of good in the 
work of feeding live stock, and show- 
ing the comparative cost with various 
feed stuff. Here it is in brief. Exper- 
iments In Missouri agricultural college 
and station show that with corn at 30 
cents per bushel it costs $2.79 to make 
100 pounds of pork, where blue grass 
is fed with corn, with rape and corn 
the cost is $2.50 per hundred weight, 
with clover and corn it is $2.30 per 
hundred weight, and with alfalfa and 
corn the cost of 100 pounds of pork 
is but 32.13. 

Wire Fences and Cattle. 

The number of cattle killed each 
year by lightning has become consider- 
ably larger since wire fences have 
come into use in the west. Many 
cattle are killed in open flelds sur- 
rounded by fences where there is not 
a tree or anything else to attract the 
lightning. The remedy is to run wires 
into the ground every few yards Lut 
in doing this the lower end must 
reach the molst earth in order to be- 
come an effective ground wire. 


Paya to Buy Mares. 

Good stallions as a rule are paying 
investments but a few good mares 
will in the long run be more profitable 
and less expensive. When the foals 
from the brood mares begin to come, 
castrate the colts when a year old. 
The country at large la short on good 
brood mares and the number of high- 
class horses will not Increase until 
more well-bred brood mares and fillies 
are used for breeding purposes. 


Scours In Calvos. 

The latest remedy suggested for 
scours in calves is alspice which is 
sald to be effectual even after they 


have become too weak to get up. A 


teaspoonful of alspice simmered in a 
cup of boiling water a few minutes 
and given with a drenching bottle is 
perhaps the best method, It should 
bo given three times dally and a few 
doses are usually sufficient. 


Essentials of a Fertilizer. 

The value does not consist in the 
amount and source of available nitro- 
gen, phosphoric acid and potash. Seo 
that you get these derived from the 
bert sources, and in such amounts 
that will feed the plant from seed to 
burvest.

„to uuderstand the theoretical ad- 
vantages of the De Lambert invention 
we muat consider the disadvantages 
of ordinary navigation. First, we 
have thé resistance caused by the 
water in front of the boat. Then 
there is the friction of the water on 
the bottom of the boat. The first re- 
sistance, however, is the greater; it 
is in direct relation to the size of the 
submerged portion of the boat at its 
largest point, and it is only possible 
to modify this condition by giving 
the boat a form which facilitates the 
dispersion of the liquid mass. But 
this form has certain prescribed limits 
which must not be passed. The only 
way out of the difficulty is to build a 
boat which slides on the water. The 
friction which is present when the 
De Lambert boat slides over the water 
is very slight, and the power which is 
necessary in order to make the boat 
slide is not high. When the boat is 
at rest it is supported by floats. 

The boat constructed by M. de 
Lambert has a total length of twenty 
feet. with a width of ten feet be- 
tween the inclined planes upon which 
it slides. The boat has parallel floats 
resembling certain Asiatic canoes, 
The two floats are very narrow and 
are united by cross pieces partly of 
wood and partly of alominum, a 
metal which has been used to a large 
extent in the construction of the boat 
because of its slight weight. The 
motor used isa De Dion-Douton of 
twelve horsepower, but the essential 
parts of the boat are fixed sliding 
planes adjusted under the boat at 
carefully regulated distance. from 
each other. These vlanes, which are 
made of wood, are immersed to a 
depth of several centimeters when the 
boat is at rest. and they are inclined 
at an angle which has been decided 
upon after wide experimentation. The 
total weight of the boat is about 1,200 
pounds, but in order to move this 
weight it requires a motor of only 
twelve horsepower, while in the case 
of automobile boats the motors re- 
quired are sixty, eighty and even one 
hundred horsepower. 

M. Belet says that M. de Lambert's 
boat has been timed by official chron- 
ometers, and that the results have 
been surprising. When the motor is 
started the boat commences to move 
with the planes still submerged, cut- 
ting the water horizontally, But this 
lasts only a short time: the planes 
show an instantaneous tendency to 
tise, and they are practically on the 
water at the end of a few meters. 
Then the speed quickly increases be- 
cause of the immense diminution in 
resistance, and soon the boat is sliding 
on the water. or, more exactly, on a 
layer of air resting between the planes 
and the water. at a speed of fourteen 
fifteen, twenty five miles per hour.

CHAPTER 96. 
OF THE ACTS OF 1904, 


AN ACT to amend Section lof Article 


1 of the Constitution of this State E 


and to provide for the submission 
of said amendment to the qualified 
voters of this State tor adoption or 
rejection. 


Bection 1. Be it onacted by the 
General Assembly of Maryland 
(three-fifths of all the members of 
each of the two houses concurring), 
That the following section be and 
the same is hereby proposed as an 
amendment to Seotion Í of Artiola 1 

of the Constitation of this State, and 
if adopted by the legal and Qualified 
voters thereof, as herein provided, it 
shall supersede and stand in Place and 
stead of Section 1 of sala Artiole 1. 


Section I. All elections by the 
people shall be by ballot. Every malo 
citizen of the United States, Whether 
native born or naturalised. of the ate 
of 21 years or upwards, who has re- 
sided in this State for one year and 
in the Legislative district of Balti- 
more oity or in the county in which 
he may offer to vote for six months 
next preceding the election, and who 
moreover is daly registered aa a qnal- 
ifled voter. as provided in this Ar- 
ticle, shall be entitled to vote in the 
ward or oleotion district in whioh 
he resides at all elections hereafter to 
be held in this-State: and in case any 
county or oity shall be so divided as 
to form portions of different electoral 
districts for tho election of Represen- 
tatives in Congress, Senators, Dele- 
gates or other officers, thon. to entitle 
a person to vote for such officers. he 
must have been a resident of that 
part of the country or city which 
shall form a part of the electoral dis- 
trict in which he offers to vote for 
six months next preceding the eleo- 
tion, but a person who shall have ao- 
quired a residence in such oounty or 
city. entiting him to vote at any such 
election, shall be entitled to voto in 
the election district from which he 
removed until he shall have acquired

very such male citizen of the United | 
States having the above prescribed 
qualifications of age and residence 
shall be entitled to be registered so as

First—A person able to read any

Second—A person who on the first 
day of January 1869, or prior thereto.

Third—Any male lineal descendant 
of such last mentioned person who 
may be twenty ona(21) years of age 
or over in the year 1906, 


No person not thus qualified by com- 
ing under some one of the above de- 
scriptions shall be entitled to vote. 


Section 2—And be it farther enact 
ed, That the foregoing section hereby 
proposed as amendment to the Con- 
stitution of this State shall be at the 
next general election for members of 
the General 1 to be held in 
this State submitted to the legal and 
qualified a voters thereof for their 
adoption * rejection.in pursuance of 
the direction contained in Artiole 
XIV of the Constitution, and at said 
eloction the vote on said proposa 
amendment shall be by ballot, and

OF THE ACTS OF 1904. 


AN AOT to amend Seotion 84 of Ar- 
ticle 8 of the Constitution of this 
Btate. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of Maryland (three- 
fifths of all the members of the two 
honses concurring). That the follow- 
ing section be and the samo is hereby 

posed as an amendmont to the 
Bovotitution of this State, and if 
adopted by the legal and qualified 
voters thereof, as herein provided, 
it shall supersede and stand in tho 
place and s of Bection 84 of Artio- 
le 8 of said Constitution. 

Zoot ion 34. No debt shall be here- 
after contracted by the General As- 
sembly unless such debt shall be auth- 
orized by a law providing for the col“ 
lection of an annual tax or taxes saf- 
flolent to pay the interest on such debs 
as it falls due, and also to discharge 
the principal thereof within fifteen 
years from the time of contracting the 
same. and the taxes laid for this pur- 
pose shall not be repealed or applied 
to any other object until the said debt 
and interest tnereon shall be dis- 
charged. The oredit of the State shall 
not in any manner be given or loanea 
to, or in aid of any individual, associ- 
ation or corporation: nor shall the 
General Assembly have the power in 
any mode to involve the State in the 
construction of works of internal im- 
provement, nor in granting any aid 
thereto which shall involve the faith 
or oredit of the State; nor make any 
appropriation therefor. exoept in aid 
of the coonstruotion of, works of intern- 
al improvement In the cnnnties of Bt. 
Mary's, Charles aud Calvert, which 
had no direct advantage from such 
works as havo been heretofore aided 
by the State; and provided that auch 
aid, advances er appropriations shall 
not exoced in the aggregate the sum 
of five hundred thousand dollars, and 
they shall not use or appropriato the 
proceeds ot the internal Improvement 
companies, or of the State tax now 
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levied or which may hereafter Dev- 
ied to pay off, the ee debt, to any 
other purpose antil the interest and 
debt are fullly paid, or the sinking 
fund shall be equal to the amount of 
sutstanding debt; but the General As- 
sembly may, without laying a taz. 
borrow an amount never to exceed | 
fifty thousand dollars to meet tem- 
porary defloiencies in the treasury, | 
and may contract debta to any amount 
that may be necessary for the defence | 
of the State. | 

But nothing in this section or in 
this Constitution shall deprive the 
General Assembly of the power to av- 
portion amongst and to ap ropriate 
to the oity. or Baltimore and the ooun- 
ties of the State out of any funds in 
the Treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated, a sum of money not ex i 
four hundred thousand dollars eao 
year, to be expended only. in the oon- 
struction and maintenance of publio 
roads and highways under and in ao- 
cordance with such regulations as the 
General Assembly may from time to 
time prescribe, 


Section 2. And it be farther enact- 
ed by the authority aforesaid, that 
the aforegoing section hereby pro 
as an amendment to the Constitution 
shall be, at the next general election 
held in this State. submisted to the 
legal and qualified voters thereof for 
their adoption and rejection, in puar- 
suanoe of the directions contained in 
Artiole 14 of the Constitution of this

NIGHT TALKS

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A CURE FOR THE BLUES. 


Oct. 29, '05— (Zech. 4: 1-10.) 


Great truths are often flashed into 
the mind through. the window of 
the eye. In the galleries of Ver- 
sailles the history ‘of France is 
written in color. The canvas that 
lines the walls records the vary- 
ing phases of the naflonal lite. 

When we look into the Scriptures 
the same thing meets us. The pages 
sparkle and glow with life. The 
truth is not taught in dry formula,’ 
but it is flashed upon the mind from 
parable or symbol or pictures. God 
paints marvellous lessons in burn- 
ing bush, pillar of fire and cloud, 
visions of patriarchs and prophets, 
splendors of transfiguration mount 
flaming canvas of the Apocalypse. 

The vision which Zechariah saw 
is a case in point. The Jews, return- 
ing from captivity had made an en- 
thuslastic beginning at rebuilding 
Jerusalem. They began with the 
Temple, and laid the foundations 
in a few months. Then, surrounded 
by enemies, hated by rivals, discour- 
aged by difficulties, put back by false 
reports, they ceased thelr work, and 
for 12 or 14 years the bare foun- 
dations of the house were allowed to 
remain, a Temple abandoned. 

Then came forth Haggai and 
Zechariah and stirred up the peo- 
ple to finish what they had begun. 
To inspire them with confidence 
Zechariah tells them the vision of 
the Golden Candlestick. The can- 
dlestick or lamp stand naturally 
had to be filled with oil dally. But 
in the vision of Zechariah the olive 
trees are tapped, and the oll, with- 
out any human help flows in a con- 
tinuous stream that the lights may 
never go out. Now.“ In effect said 
Zechariah, to the Jewish people, 
“you are the lamp stand and you 
will be kept bright and shining be- 
cause you are supernaturally helped. 
No one can adulterate your life, and 
no one can cut it short, and no one 
can check Its flow. Let your light 
shine among the nations for no hu- 
man power can hinder it.“ Cheered 
by such a prospect the peole 
roused themselves to a new trial, 
and in a few years the marve!lous 
Temple stood complete. 

You see how one man with a 
message of hope and good cheer 
revolutionized a nation. -They had 
all been saying, “It is no use! o 
never can hope to accomplish any- 
thing here; the odds are too great 
aginst us!” But Zecharlah's vision 
of he golden candlestick, surctainod 
b. ne trees of oll, put new heart 
{nto them, they saw things lu a 
different light, and they rose up to 
bulld. 

Encouragement! We all need It. 
There are very few people who do 
not at some time in tholr Ilvos hare 
the “black agonles.““ It is all very 
well to philosophize about It, and 
learnedly explain the cause, but that 
doesn't help the victim. The thing 
to do is to get him out. And the 
only way to do that is to show him 
the Jampstand, glowing with super- 
natural radiance. 

He has been looking to the durk 
side; show him the bright side. He 
has seen the oll magnates monopo- 
lizing the illuminating product; 
show him olive trees that he can tap 
himself and get up a little corner in 
oll on his own account. He has been 
listening to the groans of the lugu- 
brious despondents around him; 
sing the song of the victors In his 
ears. He has looked in vain for 
human helpers; teach him that he 
can get along without them who has 
supernatural forces at his command. 

There is no man more to be 
pitied than the constitutionally 
pessimistic. It is worse and more 
to be dreaded than fever and ague, 
rheumatism and gout. Knowing it 
to be two-thirds imaginary, yot the 
trouble is as real to the victim as 
the snakes are to the man in de- 
lirlum tremens. All such people 
should cultivate the brightest so- 
clety, the cheerfulest surroundings, 
the most digestible food, the best- 
dispositioned associates. 

If he is a laboring man let him 
take small doses of labor troubles In 
the newspapers, but large doses of 
philanthropic movements, of which 
the world is full. If the victim is a 
hard-worked mother with six chil- 
dren, let her rejoice that she has a 
sober husband. If he is a preacher, 
let him be thankful that he Is not a 
layman; and if he is a layman, let 
him rejoice that he dodged the min- 
istry. 

Every man who looks for them 
will find lamps of illumination on 
the darkest problems, and exhaust- 
leas sources of supply where he least 
expected them. The world needs 
more Zechariahs tto point out golden 
candlesticks to weoping eyes. 

Let it be ours to act the part of 
optimistic seers, One weeping Jero- 
miah is enough, There is only one 
Book of Lamentations in the sixty- 
six books of the Bible. While from 
cover to cover it sings and dances, 
and laughs, and claps its hands and 
thunders its hallelujah chorus. He 
who fs on his way to thrones, and 
palaces, and crowns, and bannored 
processions has no right to be 
gloomy. The owl, bird of the night, 
hooting its melancholy notes in the 
thicket was tabooed from the menu 
of the Jows but there was no objec- 
tion to the lark and the nightingale. 
Drive out the owl. Let him not 
roost and croak in your soul.
